Sergeant Birmingham, Dublin Metropolitan 
Police, stated that he went to Steevens’s Hos- 
pital on Sunday morning and saw Whelan, 
who said that he was shot, but by whom or 
where he could not say. 

Dr. Wilson, house surgeon, stated that at 
about 9 p.m. on Saturday the remains of a 
man, who had been identified as Thomas 
Whelan, were brought to the hospital. He 
was s compound fracture of the 
right leg, a deep wound on the thigh, lacerated 
muscles, and gene ge shock. An operation 
was performed and the leg was am 
from below the knee joint, His condition 
tem ly improved, but later became 
rapidly worse, and he died at about 10 o'clock 
on Sunday. Death was due to shock follow- 
ing the injuries described. 

Answeriug Mr. O'Flaherty, the witness said 
that in his opinion the injuries were most 
likely caused by an explosion.

Italy’s Aims. 


In view of the important part which 
will be played by the new Italian 
Premier at the Lausanne Conference, 
the full text of his speech to the 
Jtalian Chamber last Thursday, which has 
been published by The Times, is of peculiar 
interest. Signor Mussolini has brought a 
new force into international as well as 
into Italy's domestic politics. He de- 
clared that his Government would rule the 
country in its own way. “I do not want 
to rule against the wishes of the 
Chamber,’’ he continued; “but I would 
remind the deputies that I can dissolve it 
in two days.” Since the time of Oliver 
Cromwell no statesman has shown such 
utter contempt for Parliament. Yet, such 
is the personal power of this strange man 
that the bulk of the Italian people is 
behind him. In theory he may be Prime 
Minister of Italy; in fact, he is the 
absolute dictator of his country. His 
domestic policy was expounded in three 
words—economy, work and diseipline. It 
is an excellent policy, and Signor Musso- 
lini means to enforce it at all costs. The 
Budget must be balanced, Labour’s many 
privileges must disappear, and the law 
must be obeyed by everybody.. On the 
basis of this programme Signor Mussolini 
believes that a new and powerful State 
can be-erected in Italy. Democracy, how- 
ever, will have nothing to say in the 
matter. Parliament will continue to 
exist at Signor Mussolini’s pleasure. 

The foreign policy of Italy's new Govern- 
ment is of great importance to every 
nation in Europe. It has been defined 
very simply by Signor Mussolini, “ Niente 
per niente,’’ he says—nothing for nothing. 
He proposes to tear away all the cobwebs 
which disfigure the diplomacy of Europe, 
and, by the introduction of his virile 
methods, to bring ail the problems of the 
moment into the full light of day. He is 
willing» to continue the entente with 
Britain and. France, but it must be a 
real entente, in which Italy shall play her 
full part. The threat is obvious, 
but it need not be taken too seriously. 
Signor Mussolini is a very remark- 
able man, who has been borne to 
power on the crest of a great revolutionary 
wave; but he, like less favoured mortals, 
must face facts. His attitude at present 
reyinds us in many respects of the atti- 
tude of some of the new members of Par- 
liament from Glasgow, who have declared 
their intention of showing the House of 
Commons how they “do things on the 
Clyde.” President Wilson came across the 
Atlantic to reform the old world, but he 
found the old world too strong for him. 
Signor Mussolini may have a similar ex- 
perience. He cannot inject the germ of 
Fascismo into the tradition-laden atmos- 
phere of Europe's Chancelleries. He may 
make the attempt, of course, in which 
event lively times will lie ahead ; but it is 
far more likely that Lausanne will teach 
him to see both himself and his country 
in their true perspective to world affairs. 
Signor Mussolini insists that the 
reparations problem shall be tackled in 
earnest, and that all hypocrisy shal] be 
abandoned. “We must get away from 
conventional phrases,” he declared last

It is in this spirit that the 
Committee of the Irish National War 
Memorial is pursuing its task. The letter 
from Mr, Serjeant Hanna which is pub- 
lished to-day explains the present position 
of án enterprise to which many thousands 
of Irishmen and Irishwomen gave generous 
support after the close of the Great War. 
The appeal was made with two objects— 
to record in a permanent fashion the 
names of Irish soldiers who fell in the 
war, and to erect a building or monument 
which will perpetuate their sacrifice, The 
former object is well on its way to fulfil- 
ment, A Records sub-committee has 
collected nearly fifty thousand names of 
Irishmen who died for the world’s freedom. 
These “golden records ' are being printed 
in the worthiest manner that Irish piety and 
craftsmanship can achieve. In all some 
one hundred sets of eight volumes will 
be printed. One set will be preserved in 
the British Museum as an Imperial Record 
and others will be distributed among the 
leading libraries of Ireland, Great Britain 
and the Dominions. Thus millions of 
eyes will read them in every Continent 
and the fame and names of our fallen 
fighters will be diffused throughout the 
globe. No doubt, a copy of the “golden 
records ” will be treasured also in the 
precincts of the proposed monument. In 
normal circumstances the Committee's 
decision on the form and purpose of this 
building—whether it is to serve a charit- 
able or economic or educational purpose 
or is to be wholly ornamental—would have 
been taken long ago. It has been post- 
poned, however, on account of the present 
state of Ireland. The immediate outlook 
is uncertain, and for the moment the 
public mind is obsessed with public 
troubles. Gazing upon the darkened sea 
of national affairs, t Committee has 
adopted the prudent tactics of St. Paul's 
shipmen: it has let down its anchors and 
waits for the dawn. We are sure, however, 
that it has no doubt fhat dawn will come. 
It knows that the sacrifices of the Irish- 
men who fell in France and Gallipoli and 
Palestine were not made in vain. Nations 
may be unmindful sometimes, but never 
are wholly forgetful, of their own glories.

Pirates. 


The place of the pirate in history is 
nearly as old as history itself. Pirates 
harassed the merchant fleets of the ancient 
world in all parts of the Mediterranean. 
Roman navies were sent against them, 
often without success. Throughout the 
Middle Ages the Algerian and Barbary 
corsairs @uartered the seas and sacked 
coast towns not only in the Mediter- 
ranean, but far beyond the Straits of 
Gibraltar. As late aw the end of the 
eighteenth century ‘Barbary pirates 
sacked the town-of Baltimore, in Cork, 
slaughtering the male inhabitants and 
carrying the women and children into 
captivity. Not until Lord Exmouth bom- 
barded Algiers in 1803 were the Barbary 
corsairs thoroughly suppressed. In the 
Fastern seas piracy is still an honourable, 
though not, perhaps, a prominent or a 
very lucrative, profession. That it lives 
and is even being brought up to date in 
certain particulars is shown by the fate 
of the’ British steamer Sulian, which has 
been seized by Chinese pirates between 
Macao and Hong Kong. In two particulars 
the buccaneers departed from the tradi- 
tional procedure of their class. Having 
no “rakish-looking craft’ of their own, 
they boarded the Sulian by the compara- 
tively simple process of purchasing first. 
and second class tickets. When they had 
possessed themselves of the ship the 
pirates, whose leader appears to have been 
a woman, did not make their victims walk 
the plank or sell them into captivity. They 
forced the officers and crew to navigate 
the vessel to within a few miles of Hong 
Kong, where they seized small boats and 
disappeared into the morning mists, laden 
with all the ship’s valuables. Post-war 
turmoil has restored to the world more 
than one medieval manifestation of law- 
lessness. If piracy should become popular, 
there is no telling what may happen.

Str,—As my attention has been called to 
an interesting note which ap in the 
Morning Post with reference to the Irish 
National War Memorial, I desire to explain 
the exact position of the movement.

building or monument to perpetuate their 
sacrifice. Owing to the disturbed state of the 
country the Committee came to an obviously 
right decision that the determination on the 
exact form of the memorial should be post- 
poned. This was considered more than once, 
and’ no one has found fault with their con- 
clusion. 

But the Committee appointed a Records 
sub-committee to carry through the first part 
of the scheme, and your readers will be glad 
to hear that it is well on towards: completion. 
We have collected and filed with all neces- 
sary particularity over 49,000 names of Irish- 
men who fell in the war, though we have not 
yet been able to procure complete lists of 
i those in the Navy, Air Force, or Colonial 
Regiments. The following is a copy of one of 
car actual records taken at random :— 

ABBEY, John. Regimental number 3915. Rank, 
Lance-Corporal, Irish Guards, 1st Batt., killed in 
action, France, August 4, 1915; born, Baltinglass, 
Co. Wicklow. 

These, which have been called the ‘ golden 
records, ' are gpw being printed in the most 
beautiful and permanent manner, and I can 
assure all interested that the volumes, with 
decoration and binding of the highest stan- 
dard of art and craitsmanship, will stand 
out as the most wonderful national memoriat 
produced by any country. Each copy will 
consist of @ight volumes, and there will be one 
specially beautiful set for preservation in the 
British Museum Library as a State record. in 
addition, there will be printed 100 copies for 
distribution among the leading libraries of 
the country and the Colonies. ‘These will be 
exactly the same as the State record set, save 
as to binding and paper. This has been a 
work of great magnitude and difficulty. It 
has been in hands for several months, and 
has required the daily supervision of our 
secretary, Miss Barnard, who has also done 
the record work with great devotion and 
eare, | 
While this valuable and much appreciated 
side of our work is progressing so satisfac- 
torily, and is expected to be completed in 
March, the Committee have still deemed it 
advisable to allow the erection of a memorial

THE NEW CALIPH. 

The Constantinople Correspondent tele- 
graphs:—All the members of the Dynasty of 
Osman and the principal notabilities in Con- 
stantinople called to-day (Tuesday) at the 
Palace at Dolma Bagtche, where the newly- 
elected Caliph, Abdul Medjid, has taken up 
his residence, in order to tender him their 
congratulations. 
The official announcements refer to the new 
Caliph in terms of “‘ His Highness,” the title 
of Imperial Majesty having been dropped. 
Fifteen members of the Grand - National 
Assembly at Angora are arriving here for the 
ceremony of the investiture, when the sacred 
relics of the Prophet will be committed to 
the care of the new Caliph. — 
The ceremony was due to take place to- 
day, but has now been postponed until Fri- 
day, at the old Seraglio. It will be followed 
by the “Selamlik ” at the Faith Mosque. 
The question of the dress to be worn by 
Abdul Medjid at the investiture is occupying 
the attention of the Angoran authorities, an 
the choice lies between a marshal’s uniform, 
civil garb, and ecclesistical vestments. 
At the close of the ceremony the new 
Caliph will address a manifesto to the wholo 
Moslem world, exhorting the faithful to con- 
firm the precepts of Islam. 
A flight of fifty British aeroplanes over 
Constantinople to-day, in order to mark the 
beginning of the peace negotiations, created 
a tremendous impression on the public mind.

The Duke of York, who was escorted by the 
Marquis of Lincolnshire, arrived at 4 o'clock, 
and, having taken the oath in the same man- 
ner as the other Peers, immediately withdrew. 
The House adjourned at 4.30 until to-day. 


IN THE COMMONS. 


When the House of Commons was assem?!- 
ing the Labour members cheered londly as 
the newly-elected Chairman of the Party, Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald, entered and took the 
seat allocated to the leader of the Opposition. 
A moment later Mr. Clynes took his seat 
beside him. 

When the members had retur~ j4 from the 
House of Lords, the Speak_« thanked the 
Honse for his election and called upon mem- 
hers to take the oath of allegiance, first taking 
it himself. The Prime Minister next was 
sworn, and then came Ministers. The occu- 
pants of the Opposition bench, headed by Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald, next filed up. The new 
leader of the Labour Party, as well as many 
of his colleagues, took the oath in Scottish 
fashion, by holding up the hand instead of 
kissing the book. Sir A. Mond and Mr. A. 
M. Samuel took the oath on the Old Testa- 
ment with their hats on, in accordance with 
the Jewish custom. 

When the members of the two front benches 
had been sworn, the Speaker invited the 
occupants of the two back benches on his 
right to approach the table, but after a time 
the Labour members noticed that hon. mem- 
bers coming into the House proceeded along 
those benches to join the gueue waiting to be 
eworn, and Mr. Duncan Graham drew the 
Speaker's attention to the matter. The 
Speaker replied that he would speedily turn 
to his left, and he requested the newcomers 
in. the file to resume their seats and await 
their turn. 


MR. LLOYD GEORGE'S OATH. 


At half-past six Mr. Lloyd George entered 
the Chamber, and among 20 or 20 others 
present was Mr. Douglas Hogg, the new 
Attorney-General. Mr. Lloyd George and 
Mr. H entered into conversation, and then 
as the Speaker entered after a* brief absence 
from the House, Mr. Lloyd George sat down 
on the edge of the bench where he has figured 
for so long. He was the first of the last batch 
to take the Oath. Taking the pen from the 
clerk’s hand, and adjusting his pincenez, he 
signed the Roll, and was introduced in the 
same formal manner to the Speaker as each 
of the new recruits to the House. An 
exchange of friendly gréctings followed. Two 
or three behind the ex-Premier came bis son, 
Major Lloyd George, and his former Fe 
secretary, Mr. Shakespeare.

issues raised by the march of the unemployed 
to London and by the attempt of their leaders 
to compel the Prime Minister to receive them 
have for the moment superficially linked the 
one with the other in such a way as to create 
confusion. By their insistence and their 
threats of force those leaders have raised a 
question of government which, as they must 
w, can be met only in one way. If they 
appeal to lawless force, they will challenge the 
forces of law and order, and the force of the 
law will prevail against them. bo 

We believe that many, perhaps a majority, 
of the men who marched last week from 
various centres to London are genuinely seek- 
ing work, and are suffering real distress 
through lack of it. Their case is hard, and 
it deserves all the consideration and help 
which public authorities can give. But a 
minority of the marchers, including most, if 
not all of their leaders, are professed Com- 
munists, of a type whose acquaintance with 
the law has been gained in collisions with it. 
These leaders, and the organisations to waich 
they belong, have deliberately sought to turn 
the distress, consequent upon unemployment, 
to revolutionary purpose and to the subversion 
of our institutions. There is, in our view, 
only one proper course for the marchers to 
follow. It is to send a deputation to-day to 
the Ministers of Labour and’ Health, and, if 
their answer be thought inadequate; to let the 
question be raised x the Labour Party in 
the House of Commons. 

That party is the second strongest in Parlia- 
ment. To ignore its existence and to carry 
the issue into the street would be to disavow 
and to discredit it in advance. We are g ad 
to learn that some Labour members like Mr. 
George Lansbury, whose name has not always 
been associated with counsels or moderation, 
are using their influence to persuade fhe 
marchers that the legal and constitutional 


path is also the right path.

THEIR PROPAGANDA IN EUROPE. 


“I saw, ' wrote an English mystic over two 
centuries ago, “an ocean of light and of 
life, and an ocean of darkness and death. 
And the ocean of light and of life overcame 
the ocean of darkness and death.” So it 
may yet be in Europe, remarks TA“ T'imes 
editorially. Hussia, where the darkness was 
dlackest, is gradually changing. The deadly 
grip of Communism has been relaxed. To a 
in extent internal trade has revived, a 
strange, irregular, abnormal kind oí trade, 
which, rever crude its forms may be, is, at 
any rate, an approach to normal commercial 
intercourse. 

Russia is changing, but Bolshevism is un- 

changed. The aim oi the Bolspevists, as Lenin 
bas in reminded us, is world revolution, 
and both inside and outside Russia their policy 
is intlexibly directed to that end. They Ate 
spending what Russian money they still con- 
trol on Communist propaganda in Ger- 
many, in France, in Ireland and in 
England. They are basing sinister calcula- 
tions on the extension of war in the Near 
East, on the hungry winter in Germany, on 
the growth of disorder in Ireland, and on 
unemployment in Eugland. They are par- 
ticularly active now. They realise that 
unless all Europe collapses they cannot main- 
tain for much longer their etranglehold over 
suffering, but slowly recovering, Russia, and 
it is only their hold on Russia that gives 
them the means to carry on their vile cam 
paign of destruction. 
All signs that Russia is beginning to :e- 
cover, in spite of the Bolshevists, wi!| be 
warmly welcomed by the Western pecj ies. 
Russia is changing, but the Boishev:«‘s ure 
unchanged, and at this moment, when the 
subtle poison of Bolshevism may pe ¢<pecialiv 
dangerous for Fiurope, the wise effort of all 
the nations should be conentrated in a 
atrong purpose of recovery and pee.

AN ILLEGAL ACT. 


Tha Temes Coa in Peking, in a 
message dated Monday, states :—Those 
responsible for the arrest of Lo Wen-Kan, the 
Minister of Fimance, are beginning to realise 
the gravity of the error they have made. Not 
only was the seal of the House of Representa- 
tuves illegally used, but the President was in- 
veigled into an illegal act, for which he is now 
profoundly sorry. The House of Representa- 
tives to-day passed three resolutions, respec- 
tively requesting an investigation into the 
charges against Lo Wen-Kan; demanding the 
cancellation of the agreement signed by the 
Minister, and urging disciplinary measures 
against the Speaker of the House for the mis- 
use of the seal. 

Public indignation is greatly stirred by the 
outrage, as it is recognised that the object was 
td iscredit and overthrow tha modern 
educated officials and to make the way easy 
for the veturn of corrapt men and tools for 
the militarists, as well as to facilitare the 
scheme of the group of ex-officials who have 
formed a company to exploit the Japanese con- 
cessions in Shantung.

“esterday the arguments were continued 
before the Master of the Rolls in the 
case in which an application is being made 
on behalf of Mr. Erskine Childers, who 
was recently tried by a military court, for 
a writ of habeas corpus. Mr. Lynch, for 
the applicant, relied on the existence of 
the Restoration of Order in Ireland Act, 
and said that the resolutions of the Pro- 
visional Parliament empowering the mili- 
tary to set up tribunals of their own had 
no legal validity. 

Mr. Kennedy, K.C., for the Provisional 
Government, submitted that the Restora- 
tion of Order “Act ceased to operate when 
the truce between the two countries was 
signed. The present disorder was caused 
by Mr. Childers and his friends, and the 
legally established Government the 
Army that was repressing the rebellion 
could not be brought within the Restora- 
tion of Order Act. The arguments will 
be continued to-day.

GOVERNMENT'S RESOLUTIONS 
QUESTIO MED.

The Master of the Rolls—Tell me what it 
is you maintain has no force and effect. 

Mr. Lynch—Nothing cah have any lega! 
effect except a statute. No resolution of 
Parliament has any effect, unless it has the 
assent of the King, Lords and Commons. 

The Master of the Rolls—What do you 
suggest should be the formalities that ong! 
to have been complied with before this 
resolution became law? 

Mr. Lynch—The matter could have been 
made right by passing an Act of Parliiment 

The Master of the Rolls—In other words, 
there should be an Act of Parliament oí the 
United Kingdom? 

Mr. Lynch—Yes. 

The Master of the Roils- 
the’ King? 

Mr. Lynch—Yes 

The Master of the Rolls—Is not that con- 
trary to the Treaty? 

Mr. Lynch—The Treaty is not law. It has 
not received the sanction of the British Pa 
liament, and until that is done it has no legal 
force. 

The Master of the Rolls—Surely 
was confirmed by Act of Parhament’ 

Mr. Lynch—Never. 

The Master of the Rolls—Here is the Iris! 
Free State Agreement Act, and the firs! 
Clause of it reads :—‘‘ The Articles of Treat 
between Great Britain and Lreljaud shail ha 
the force ot law as from the passing of t 
Act '"—and that is dated 5lst March, 1922. 

Mr. Lynch said that the Transfe 
Functions Order came in here, and that the 
Provisional Parliament had not made any law 
in the ordinary way, and could not have done 
so, unless their Act had the assent of the 
King or his represeutative. 

The Master of the Rolls—What could [ar- 
liament have done more than it did? 

Mr. Lynch—They could have passed an Act 
of Parliament. 

The Master of the Rollsk—What would be 
essential to an Act of Parlament’ 

Mr. Lynch—The assent of the King. 

Tho Master of the Rolls—Your argument 
is—that before the Pruvisional Government 
could enter upon any act oí government It 
should pass an Act of ‘Parliament that wouic 
be confirmed by the King? 

Mr. Lynch—Yes. 

The Master of the Rolls—-W hat was the G»- 
vernment to do in the meantime! The Gover: 
ment must govern. 

Mr. Lynch—Thev could discharge from the 
Ist of April the. functions that were trans 
ferred to them, and once they proceeded to 
do anything else they could only do Tt by Act 
of Parliament.
